REMARKS 

A. 35 U.S.C.S102 

In the Office Action mailed on April 15, 2005, claims 1 and 8-12 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Sato et al. Applicants traverse the rejection. In

code." The Office Action has conceded that Sato et al. and Sastry et al. each do not disclose 
the recited status code. The Office Action has relied on several figures and passages of 
Neimat et al. as solving the deficiencies of Sato et al. and Sastry et al. However, none of the 
figures or passages discloses a status code that is stored and is then fed if 4i the database 
provides a logical data path of continuity for the status code." Accordingly, Neimat et al. 
does not solve the deficiencies of Sato et al. and Sastry et al. and so the rejection is improper 
and should be withdrawn. 



CONCLUSION 

In view of the arguments above, Applicants respectfully submit that all of the pending 
claims 1 -23 are in condition for allowance and seek an early allowance thereof. If for any 
reason, the Examiner is unable to allow the application in the next Office Action and believes 
that an interview would be helpful to resolve any remaining issues, he is respectfully 
requested to contact the undersigned attorneys at (312) 321-4200.
